OLD TRADE CUSTOMS. 
TO THR EDITOR OP "THE PEOPLE.” 
Sir,—In a recent impression of your journal 
there appeared some remarks on the origin of the 


well-known blue frock as a distinctive badge for | 


butchers, together with some further reference to 
other garments formerly used as insignia for 
special trades, which are now nearly or quite ex- 
tinct. Most of these date back to the days of the 
when the master trades- 
man generally required his pil to wear the 
rtieular distinguishing mark or style of dress 

y which the trade he followed is pa be recog- 
nised. A remnant of this good old custom still 
survived in certain districts of Wales at the time 
of my boyhood. It was the common practice of 
the local boot and shoe dealers to make the lads 


&c.—an annual present of a pair of knee ts. 
‘This was usually done in the autumn, at about 
this time of year, just before the approach of 
| winter, when such a gift would be likely to prove 
inost acceptable. However, the high boots were 
not given only as a benefit to the recipients, but 
as the token generally accepted in that neighbour- 
hood as denoting the wearer to be a messenger in 
the service of the boot and shoe industry, on the 
same principle that a blue coat shows that its 
owner belongs to the butchering fraternity.

The most curious of the many remarkable 
customs of the country with which our latest war 
has brought us in contact is polyzadry. When 
Warren Hastings sent his first envoy to Thibet, 
more than a century ago, he specially mentione: 
this custom of the people as one oa which he 
desired information, and since that time it has 
attracted the attention of all travellers who have 
come incontactwith Thibetan social life. Polvandry 
is that species of polygamy in which the wife has 
more husbands than one, and it prevails wherever 
the Thibetan languaze is spoken, even in districts 
on the Indian side of the mountains. It is found 
in many other places, such as the interior of 
Ceylon, among the Todas and Nairs of Southern 
India the Iroquois, and the aboriginal Tasmanians, 
but Thibetan polyandry has the peculiarity that 
the husbands are all brothers, or, at the least, 
very nearly related, so that the woman becomes 
the wife of a whole family. It does not appear to 
be in any way connected with the Thibetan re- 
ligion, but to owe its existence to the poverty of 
the country and the desire to limit the popula- 
tion. It is practised by all classes of the popula- 
tion, rich and poor, and is only su by 
polygamy, or multiplicity of wives, where the 
people have much in contact with Hindoos 
or Mahomedans. Turner, the second of Warren 
Hastings' envoys to 'l'hibet, says that the number 
of husbands is not restricted or defined ; at Teshu 
Lumbo, and the residence of the Teshu Lama, he 


has known a family of five brothers living happily 
with one wife, and he thinks this probably is the 
practical limi: woman is spoken of who 


Marrled to Six Brothers, 

one of whom is quite & boy. A writer attributes 
the fact that the system works peacefully to the 
calm, unimpassioned temperament of the people, 
who subordinate all other interests to those of the 
family. The children are as scions of 
the house rather than of any individual member of 
it; allthe husbands are treated as the fathers 
of the children, and there is no noticeable differ- 
ence in the relations of achild to the different 
fathers. The surplus women left by the system 
are provided for in the Lama nunneries, where 
they learn to read and copy the Thibetan Scrip- 
tures and to engage m religious services. The 
choice of a wife for the family is the right of 
the elder brother, and the contract he makes 
involves marriage contracts with all the other 
brothers. The system is said to have existed in 
Thibet since prehistoric times, so that its origin 
is lost in antiquity. It has been suggested that it 
arose in a state of society where men were forced 
to be away from home for long periods, and where 
the duty of protecting the famil
